mole on your body. It could be a"dangerous" cancer, 
two doctors said today. 


Dr. James A. Hendrick of San Antonio, Texas, and 


Dr. Grant Ward of Baltimore declared in a report to the 
opening of the 45th annual meeting of the Southern 
Medical association:

"Bluish-black moles can be one of the most danger- 


ous cancers occurring on the human body. When these 
moles are located on areas where they may be irritated, 
they undergo cancerous change and are quickly dissemi- 
nated over the entire body which prevents their cure." ' 


They said that "any solitary mole, should be cut out 


by patient's doctor and examined under the microscope 
to determine if it is cancerous.

"The form of treatment of moles with caustics, 


acids, electric needles, or radium is extremely danger- 
ous," they said, "as these agents frequently will not de- 
stroy the mole but may stimulate growth to the extent 
that it can not be cured." 


(An authoritative medical reference book declares 


that while all moles and related growths are potentially 
malignant, the development of cancer tends to be more 
prevalent among those growths which are deeply colored, 
flat, smooth and hairless.)

Publish Former Dixon Pastor's 
Second Collection of Sermons 


NEW YORK—The recently-deceased founder of the People's 


church in Dixon receives another posthumous honor today. 


A second collection of the late Dr. Joseph Fort Newton's "Satur- 


day Sermons" appears today in book form under the title, "Everyday 
Religious Living," according to an announcement by the publishers. 


Dr. Newton came to Dixon in _ 


1901 from a St. Louis parish, and 
lived in this community for eight 
years, before answering a call to 
the Liberar Christian church in 
Cedar Rapids, la., and subsequent- 
ly assuming the pulpit of the City 
Temple in London, England. 


Preserves Sermons 


The first book of "Saturday Ser- 


mons" (a weekly column in the 
Philadelphia Bulletin for six years) 
was entitled "Everyday Religion" 
and published by the same firm 
shortly after Dr. Newton's death 
in January, 1850. He was work- 
ing on the page proofs of this book 
at the time he was stricken. 


The new volume of "Saturday 


Sermons" is similar in format and 
content to its predecessor, present- 
ing in permanent form 35 more of 
Dr. Newton's newspaper messages. 


For 12 years prior to his death. 


Dr. Newton was rector of the 
Church of St. Luke and the Epi- 
phany in Philadelphia, where he 


also served the Church of St Paul 
and the St. James church, 


Foremost Clergyman 


Called "Prince of the Pulpit" by 


his 
minitserial colleagues. Dr. 


Newton was voted one of the five 
foremost Protestant clergymen in 
the United States in a 1939 poll of 
25.000 minitsers. 


His late/t book, "Everyday Re- 


ligious Living," was compiled by 
Mrs. Newton and Harrison W. 
Fry, religious editor of the Bulle- 
tin, to whom "Everyday Religion" 
was dedicated. In addition to these 
two posthumous volumes of "Sat- 
urday Sermons," Dr. Newton au- 
thored or edited 83 books, includ- 
ing two volumes on Abraham Lin- 
coln, Dr. Newton's own widely- 
selling autobiography, 
"River of 


Years," and a Masonic book, "The 
Builders." which was translated 
into six languages and has been 
termed "the most widely-read Ma- 
sonic book of all time."

Unconscious- 
ness u tricky as far as the first 
aider is concerned. He is frequent- 
ly unable to determine the cause. 


Skull fractures, apoplexy ana 


drunkenness are .easily confused. A 
man found unconscious and smell- 
ing of alcohol may not nave been 
drunk. He may have nao a drink 
or two and fractured bis skull ID 
a falJL An elderly person may have 
had a drink or two and suffered a 
stroke of apoplexy. Then again an 
unconscious person may be just 
"dead drunk." 


Therefore, the first aider is in- 


structed to treat an unconscious 
person for skull fracture or apo- 
plexy if there is any doubt as to 
the cause of his collapse. 


In examination, of course, look 


first for bleeding, breath stoppage, 
poison or sunstroke because a spe- 
cial treatment must be given for 
each of these at once. Look for in- 
jury of the head and for a differ- 
ence in the size of the pupils of 
the eye. an inequality common in 
head injuries and apoplexy. Also 
look for burns around the lips and 
smell the breath. In all cases, call 
a doctor at once.

THE TEXTBOOK divides symp- 


toms of unconsciousness into three 
groups—red, white and blue. The 
first la marked by flushed face, 
strong pulse. Put the patient in a 
lyinfe position, head raised slightly, 
and keep him quiet. Apply cold 
applications to the head and loosen 
clothing. In white unconsciousness. 
the symptoms are pale face and 
weak pulse Keep the patient in a 
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First aider examines victim in effort to determine causa of unconsciousness. 


prone position, his bead level or 
low. 
Keep him warm. Blue uncon- 


sciousness may combine these 
symptoms. 
It requires artificial 


respiration. 


In no case is the use of stimu- 


lants advised. A drunk, if he can 
be aroused, may be given some- 
thing to induce vomiting and later 
coffee to keep him warm. His legs 
may be rubbed. 


In the case of drunkenness. In- 


cidentally, the symptoms cover 
both the red and white groups of 
unconsciousness. A flushed face be- 
comes pale later and a strong pulse 
weak. 


In the cases of heart failure, 


there may be no unconsciousness 
and symptoms vary. The first alder 
can recognize the condition by di- 


viding the cases into three groups: 
(a) Weak pulse, pale face; (b) 
violent pain in heart region, and 
(c) cases marked by shortness of 
breath and red face. 


The first two groups should be 


kept in a lying position and abso- 
lutely quiet. Members of the thii% 
group must be propped up enough 
to allow them to breathe. Coffee 
and tea may tielp to keep the pa- 
tient warm. Reassure the patient. 
Fear is often intense and makes 
the condition worse. 


The Red Cross course in first ai£ 


covers ailments in this category, 
such as convulsions of children and 
foreign objects in the throat and 
windpipe.

'Small Town, U. S. A., to Get

ity and size.

today the state's first egg label- 
ing law, passed by the 1951 leg- 
islature, will guarantee the house- 
wife edible eggs and a yardstick 
for measuring what she gets for 
her money. 


The act sets up five quality 


grades and six sizes. The grades 
range from "AA" down to. "un- 
graded," but even these last must 
be tested by the retailer to in- 
sure edibility.

'Bevanism' Imperils Free 


Men With Unrealistic Ideas 


The strength of the Labor party's showing in the British 


election compels some sober second thoughts. 


In popular vote, of course, Labor outpolled the trium- 


phant Conservatives. The total Labor vote was in fact greater 
than any previous party total, even in the days of victory. 


But most significant was the fact that the Labor candi- 


dates who are followers of the left-wing leader, Aneurin 
Bevan, did best Generally, the seats Labor lost had been 
held by the more conservative Attlee-Morrison forces. 


Naturally this improves Sevan's position within the 


party hierarchy. Up to now he has not commanded great 
support; his voice has been larger than his strength. Here- 
after the two will be more nearly equal. 


This is not to say that Bevan will now proceed to take 


over the-party leadership, though his ambition to do so is 
plain. But certainly he has edged closer to the place where 
that may become possible. 


The Bevanites' showing on Oct. 25 represents a curious 


phenomenon. Essentially, in terms of popular vote and even 
in distribution of parliamentary seats, the election was close 
to being a stalemate. Pretty much as hi February, 1950, it 
reflected a people really unable to decide what kind of course 
they wanted to follow. 


There is no question many are fed up with controls, aus- 
terity,, and the trappings of socialism'. They welcomed new 
energy, *-fresh approach. But nothing in'the outcome sug- 
gests they view the Conservatives as offerin gany very strik- 
ing cure for their ills. Winston Churchill has been given a 
chance tp show what he can do, but he surely has gained no 
smashing mandate of -any kind. 


Yet.in.the^nidst of this situation, the "Bevan group alone 


seemed to attract sizable new support. Why was this so? 


Mainly on the basis of past evidence, one may hazard the 


view that Bevan is becoming for Britain the same sort of 
focus of discontent that Henry Wallace .represented for a 
time in the United States: As Wallace's-Progressive party 
was for a considerable period a catch-all .for a .wide range 
of real and fancied grievances, so Sevan's socialist isolation- 
ism today is appealing to a mounting number of -wishful 
thinkers and escapists who dislike the harsh truth about 1951 
Britain and its world. 
, 
t- ' 


Bevan would like to bend his country's energies away 


from the necessities of rearmament and toward a more sin- 
gle-minded nurturing of socialism. He would shield and pro- 
test that experiment from outside forces which he sees as en- 
dangering it. But it's something like trying to cultivate a 
hot-house plant in a howling blizzard. 


Beyan's gains-at the polls are the measure of the escap- 


ism in beleaguered Britain. Those who want Britain to make 
its just and fitting contribution to world security must-hope 
men with such unrealistic notions never come to power; it 
might prove a calamity for the West. It is' bad enough that 
increasing account must now be taken of these ideas because 
of what occurred on Oct. 25. 


In this new situation, it is more than ever necessary that 


Bevanism be seen and labeled for what it is—an essentially 
empty, defeatist outlook whose offer of hope is not only 
fraudulent but fraught with peril for free men.

He could then take a club finesse 


to East .in such a position that any 
return by East would sacrifice a 
trick. (A club return would give 
declarer a free finesse, and a dia- 
mond or heart return would allow 
dummy to ruff while South dis- 
carded a club.) 


This plan came? to nothing when 


East failed to follow on the first 
round of trumps. It was now im- 
possible to draw trumps and still 
leave a trump in dummy. 


Crawford thought this over for 


a minute or so, and decided that he 
could make the slam if he could 
manage the play so that North, 
East, and South hands came down 
to three cclubs each. He could then 
lose a club finesse to East and be 
assured of a club return up to dum- 
my's ace-ten. 


To bring this situation about, 


Crawford led. out five rounds of 
trumps, discarding two low clubs 
from the dummy. East actually 
discarded five diamonds on the 
five trumps. 


Crawford thereupon took the 


ace of diamonds and ruffed a dia- 
mond. East had to discard two 
hearts since a club discard at any 
time would be obviously fatal. 
v Now Crawford could take the 
ace of hearts and ruff a heart— 
and East was left with exactly 
three clubs. As planned, Johnny 
led the jack of clubs and let it 
ride; whereupon East could take 
one club trick but no more. 


Curiously enough, East could

NEW YORK—(AP)—A wound- 


ed officer whose one-man battle- 
field rampage won him the medal 
of honor is now on a one-man 
campaign to get more blood for 
troops in Korea. 


"It's a personal thing with me," 


said Capt. Raymond Harvey, who 
at 31 has been wounded three times 
in two wars. "I'd be dead except 
for the 12 pints of blood and plas- 
ma I got. 


"And 
I want to pay it back." 


Harvey^ot hit twice and won 


two silver stars for combat hero- 
ism as a company commander in 
the 79th division in Europe during 
the second World war. He refused 
to leave his outfit despite his 
wounds and was the only officer 
in the division to'stay in com- 
mand of his company through the 
entire campaign. 


Made Two Landings 


He went ashore in Korea as a 


company commander in the Sev- 
enth division, and made two am- 
phibious landings. 


"Our company was the first to 


reach the Yalu river a year ago," 
he recalled proudly. 


The captain had been awarded a 


third silver star befbre the action 
last March that won him the medal 
of honor, the nation's highest re- 
ward for valor. 


Leading a platoon up a ridge, he 


braved strong automatic fire and 
personally knocked out four em- 
placements with hand grenades 
and his carbide. Of 25 enemy dead 
in the action, he killed at least 10 
before he was shot through the 
lung. 


Harvey refused even then to be 


evacuated until he was sure his 
company could complete its attack 
successfully. 


Reaches Hospital 


"It took my corporal and four 


Korean litter bearers nine hours to 
get me down out of the hills and 
back to an aid station," he said. 
"Six hours after that I was in a 
tent in a mobile surgical hospital 
being operated on." 


He remembers that the soldier 


on the cot next to him was one 


of his own sergeants. The sergeant 
had lost his right hand from an 
enemy burp gun, and kept saying, 
ruefully, "Now how am I going 
to write home to the folks?" 


The eurgeon who operated on 


Harvey told him later he was sur- 
prised he survived. 
But prompt 


blood transfusions and the young 
captain's will to live pulled him 
through. 
j 


"I was in hospitals 


months," Harvey said. 


for four 
"Often I 


wondered who had given the blood 
that saved my life. Perhaps, how- 
ever, it's just as well you never 
know. The important thing is that, 
they did give it. And I decided I'd 
pay back the debt—with my own 
blood." 


Now Collects Blood 


During his convalescence Har- 


vey worked as a technical advisoi% 
on 20th Century-Fox's Korean war 
film, "Fixed Bayonets," and played 
a small role. He is now assigned 
to the Department of Defense's 
blood collection program. 


Hospital doctors told him he 


should wait a year at least before 
giving any blood himself. But re- 
cently, although his back still is 
draining from his unhealed wound, 
he insisted on making the firsM 
installment on his debt—a pint or 
his blood. 


"It didn't bother me at all," he 


said, "and the doctor says I can 
give a pint now every two months. 
There's nothing to it really—no re- 
action. I gave four pints at dif» 
ferent times before the Korean war 
began." 


Not Disillusioned 


Harvey saidi he isn't disillusion- 


ed at the slowness of the Americaiw- 
people to respond to urgent appeals 
for more blood. 


"Our people never let their sol- 


diers down before," he said. "I 
don't think they appreciate how 
desperately the blood is needed. 
If they could just realize that tht 
blood they give is the chief reason 
that 98 out of every 100 wounded 
men in Korea survive, they'd sup» 
port the program 100 per cent." -v

Study Presented 


Their study was presented as an

shown was the weakening of peni- 
cillin against golden staphflococ- 
cus, a germ which causes abscesses 
and boils. 


In 1947, the army doctors said, 


the survival rate of this microbe 
was only 30 per cent in test tubes 
involving standardized doses of the 
drug. In 1948 and 1949, 59 per cent 
of the microbes survived the same 
dose.

Skin. Disease Psoriasis Is 
Baffling One for Doctors 


An extremely common skin dis- 


ease and one about which I am 
consatntly receiving inquiries is 
psoriass (pronounced 
with the 


"p" silent). 


Unfortunately, the cause of pso- 


riasis, like so-many other diseases 
of the skin, is not known. The 
condition frequently 
comes 
in 


several members of the same fam- 
ily and this familial tendency has 
been noted by many doctors. 


Also, psoriasis is frequently as- 


sociated with certain kinda of 
arthritis, though just what the 
connection is when the two condi- 
tions do occur simultaneously is 
still debated. 


In psoriasis the 
skin usually 


appears bright red and scaly on 
the surface. There is a sharp di- 
viding line between the normal 
skin and that which is affected by 
the disease. 


The skin around or near the 


elbows, knees, scalp and lower 
back are the most likely to be 
affected. 
Although the skin is 


disfigured, the disease is relative- 
ly harmless as far as life and gen- 
eral health is concerned. 


Psoriasisxmay start suddenly or 


gradually with only a few spots 
scattered on varous parts of the 
body. It can cover only a small 
part of the skin or spread to a 
treat d«al of th* body surfact. 


In those cases in which psoria- f 


sis starts suddenly, severe itching 
is common. In the more chronic 
cases which are more frequent, 
tliere is little or no itching. Those 
portions of the skin which have 
been involved for a 
long time 


generally become covered with a 
thick scale. If this scale is scrap- 
ed off, tiny points of bleeJing ap- 
pear underneath.

accounting of all atomic 
weapons. 


The U. S. plan, which will be 


placed before the United Nations 
assembly here this week, calls for 
a strict system of verification for 
the atomic accounting. This may 
prove to be the stumbling block 
which could hold up indefinitely 
any, disclosure of the number of 
atom bombs in the U. S. and Rus- 
sia). 


Truman to Speak 


Informed quarters said the arms 


proposal was the heart of the re- 
ported peace plan which President 
Truman will announce Wednesday 
night and which Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson will lay before the 
United Nations assembly, perhaps 
on Thursday. 


Britain agreed to support the 


U. S. plan. The British view was 
disclosed by Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden when he was ques- 
tioned by newsmen following a 
conference of more than two hours 
with Acheson. France may also 
join in sponsoring the plan, but no 
official word has been given out. 


Inclusion of atomic weapons in

U. S. Transport 
And Argentine 
Ship Collide 


BREMERHAVEN, G e r m a n y 


(AP)—The §4,000,000 motorship 
Maipu—pride of Argentina's mer- 
chant fleet—was rammed by a 
U.S. 
troopship and sank in the 


foggy North Sea yesterday. The 
transport and German rescue craft 
saved all 238 persons aboard the 
Argentine vessel. 


The troopship, the Gen. M. L. 


Hersey—her bow stove in by the 
collision—limped into Bremerha- 
ven last night with many Maipu 
survivors aboard. A special train 
was chartered to take them to 
Hamburg, the Maipu's port of call. 


Calm Sea Helps 


The fact that the usually rough 


North Sea was calm under its 
fog blanket was said to have play- 
ed a large part in the 100 per 
cent successful rescue. 


The 12,000-ton Maipu and the 


10,000-ton transport, groping 
through early morning fog, col- 
lided 15 miles offshore, near the 
German island of Waneroog The 
crash tore a big hole in the Mai- 
pu's port side. The ship sank 
three hours after the ramming. 


Officers 
aboard the 
Hersey, 


carrying U. S. 43rd division troops 
to Germany, refused to discuss 
the collision. They said an official 
statement would be issued later.

En Route to Hamburg 


The Maipu, built recently in a 


Dutch shipyard for the Argentine 
government line, was en route 
to Hamburg, after a stop at Am- 
sterdam, with a cargo of frozen 
ment, coffee and grain, and the 
passenger complement. 


The collision was described by 


Paul D. Davis, a reporter for the 
Providence 
(R.I.) Journal and 


Bulletin, who with photographer 
Clinton Cram was with the troops 
aboard the Hersey. The 43rd units 
are largely from the New England 
national guard and Davis and 
Cram had been sent by their 
paper to report the 43rd's latest 
arrivals. 


"Cram and I were below in our 


stateroom talking about the thick 
fog and how easy a collision 
could occur in such weather," 
Davis said. "Suddenly we heard a 
crunching and the ship heeled 
over. 


Lights Go Out 


"The 
lights went out and we 


grabbed our lifebelts and ran on 
deck. In a moment or so we could 
see people climbing into lifeboats 
on the Maipu. There was some 
excitement, and soldiers rushed up 
on deck to see what had happened, 
but we saw no panic on either 
ship."

Nineteen thirty-six . . . remem-

It was the year the Joe Louis 


smashed Max Schmeling in a 
world heavyweight bout; the year 
FDR rolled up a Democratic land- 
alide to win his second Presidential 
election.
